THE “ CRIMINAL CLASS” INCREASES. 
It is rath er su rprising, wh en you stop to 
th ink abou t it, th at a nation wh ich prides itselt 
on its efficiency as mu ch as ou rs does sh ou ld pay 
so little seriou s attention to th e m atter of rem ­ 
edying its crime situ ation. 
Th e cu rrent “crime wave” is a good many 
different th ings; bu t mostly it is a tragic, costly 
waste. 
Mu ch , ii not all of it, cou ld be prevented. 
Yet we do practically noth ing to set th e situ ation 


right. 
A graph ic illu stration of wh at is h appening 
is revealed in a cu rrent report from th e Depart­ 
ment of Commerce — a report concerning re­ 
su lts of th e 
1927 censu s 
of state 
prisons in 
Mich igan. 
In 1927 th ere were 3510 persons sent to pris­ 
on in Mich igan, and at th e en dof th e year th e 
state’s prison popu lation was 6338. 
Bu t in 1910 th e state sent only 559 men to 
prison, and th e prison popu lation was only 1596. 
Mich igan h as grown rapidly in popu lation 
since 1910; yet, as th e departm ent’s bu lletin 
points ou t, its growth h as been nowh ere near as 
rapid as th e growth in its criminal popu lation. 
In 1910 th e prisoners received from th e cou rts 
nu mbered 19.9 per 100,000 of popu lation; in 1927 
th e ratio h ad soared to 7 8.2 per 100,000. 
Add to all of th is th e u ndeniable fact th at 
we are probably even less efficient today in th e 
m attes of catch ing and convicting law-breakers 
th an we were in 1910, and you get th e fu ll force 
of th e appalling situ ation. 
We do not know yet, ju st wh at th e factors 
are th at make men criminals. Economic, social 
and psych ological forces are involved wh ich are 
not qu ite clear. Bu t people wh o h ave stu died th e 
situ ation know mu ch more th an was known for­ 
merly. 
Th ey h ave made a pretty definite ad­ 
vance in th is field. 
Yet we do not u se any of 
th eir findings. 
We pay great su ms to maintain 
ou r police, ou r cou rts and ou r prisons, bu t we 
let it go a t th at. 
We ignore th e advice of th e 
experts. 
Ou r crime situ ation is worse th an a disgrace. 
Wh en are going to give u p ou r preju dice and ou r 
indifference and tackle it as a social problem th at 
can be solved by th e u se of scientific meth ods? 


th ey h ad th is, th at, or th e oth er th ing. 
Th ey 
wish for fine h omes, large su ms of money, and 
many oth er th ings. 
Th ere are "oth ers wh o wish for talent. Th ey 
wou ld like to be artists, or perh aps th ey are in­ 
terested in bu siness, pnd are making extrava­ 
gant wish es for h igh positions. Th ey give little 
consideration to th e preparation th at is neces­ 
sary t<5 do th e really worth -wh ile th ings, 
bu t 
th ey spçnd 
almost u nlimited 
time in talking 
abou t th ings th at th ey th ink th ey wou ld like to 
h ave or to do. 
Th e fact is, if th ey wou ld practice doing first 
th e th ings at h and th ey wou ld, in a very natu ral 
way, soon be doing greater th ings. Th ere seems 
to be a tendency among most persons always to 
wait u ntil conditions are more favorable before 
beginning to do a th ing. As a m atter of fact, th e 
only time th at conditions are more favorable is 
wh en we h ave decided wh at to do and th at we 
are ready to begin doing it. 
Th e only time th at conditions are not good 
is wh en ou r th ou gh ts are vagu e abou t wh at we 
want to do. 
Th ere h ave been few actu al fail­ 
u res. 
Tru e, it seems th ere h ave been nu mber­ 
less attem pts th at never brou gh t abou t th e re­ 
su lts th at were h oped for, bu t in almost every 
case th is so-called failu re was du e to th e lack 
of persistent effort. 
Th e only way to determine 
wh eth er or no a failu re h as been made is to 
find ou t if th e person in qu estion h as actu ally 
qu it trying.

reer, which is now approaching 
30 years, there is one storm 
which

encountered 
while 


aboard the destroyer, Rbe, that 
stands out vividly in my mem- 
ory.

destroyers and we had planned 
an -attack" on the fleet ship. 
The ship was in spic and span 
condition, all hands were look- 
ing forward for a pleasant time, 
when the blow hit us off Dela- 
ware. It might be interesting to 
state right here that many peo- 
ple have an exaggerated idea of 
heaVy seas. . 
The fact of the matter is that 


. We eventually «ot into • com- 
munication with the battleship 
.Vermont. On the eighth day the 
'seas had moderated considerably 
and the Vermont appeared on 
ithe horizon. When we took our 
'•position we found that we had 
been driven from our original 
course approximately 1,000 miles 
I the Vermont, after consider- 
'able difficulty, took us in tow 
and proceeded to Norfolk. When 
we arrived we found five or six 
other vessels already in the safe 
haven. When our officers and 
men met the other crews and 
officers, every one greeted each 
other affectionately, and I saw 
some of them actually embrac- 
ing; kissing and dancing in cir- 
clesWe were the last to arrive and 
many had despaired of us ever 
'reaching port agauii Our ship 
looked like the battered form 01 
a knocked-out pugilist. Some of 
the extent of the damage can 
bti gained by the fact that we 
were in port six months for re- 
pairs. The maneuvers had to be 
conducted without us. 
I had. been through storms ot 


short duration with similar in- 
tensity, but this by far was one 
of the most monotonous experi- 
enced in my career.

THE "CRIMINAL CLASS" INCREASES. 
It is rather surprising, when you stop to 


think about it, that a nation which prides itself 
on its efficiency as much as ours does should pay 
so little serious attention to the matter of rem- 
edying its crime situation. 


The current "crime wave" is a good many 


different things; but mostly it is a tragic, costly 
waste. 
Much1ifnotallofit>couldbePreventedn 


Yet we do practically nothing to set the situation 
right. 


A graphic illustration of what is happening 


is revealed in a current report from the Depart- 
ment of Commerce — a report concerning re- 
sults of the 
1927 census of state prisons in 


Michigan. 


In 1927 there were 3510 persons sent to pris- 


on in Michigan, and at the en dof the year the 
state's prison population was 6338. 


But in 1910 the state sent only 559 men to 


prison, and the prison population was only 1596. 


Michigan has grown rapidly in population 


since 1910; yet, as the department's bulletin 
points out, its growth has been nowhere near as 
rapid as the growth in its criminal population. 
In 1910 the prisoners received from the courts 
numbered 19.9 per 100,000 of population; in 1927 
the ratio had soared to 78.2 per 100,000. 


Add to all of this the undeniable fact that 


we are probably even less efficient today in the 
mattet of catching and convicting law-breakers 
than we were in 1910, and you get the full force 
of the appalling situation. 


We do not know yet, just what the factors 


are that make men criminals. Economic, social 
and psychological forces are involved which are 
not quite clear. But people who have studied the 
situation know much more than was known for- 
merly. 
They have made a pretty definite ad- 


vance in this field. Yet we do not use .any of 
their findings. We pay great sums to maintain 
our police, our courts and our prisons, but we 
let it go at that. We ignore the advice of the 
experts. 


Our crime situation is worse than a disgrace. 


When are going to give up our prejudice and our 
indifference and tackle it as a social problem that 
can be solved by the use of scientific methods? 


OUR THOUGHTS IN ACTION. 


We frequently hear persons wish for things 


—some of them unreasonable. 
They wish that 


they had this, that, or .the other -thing. They 
wish for fine homes, large sums of money, and 
many -other things. 
. 
v 


There are "others who wish for talent. They 


would like to be artists, or perhaps they, are in- 
terested in business, find are making extrava- 
gant wishes for high positions. They give little 
consideration to the preparation that is neces- 
sary t(J do the really worth-while things, but 
they spend 
almost unlimited time in talking 


about things that they think they would like to 
have or to do. 


The fact is, if they would practice doing first 


the things at hand they would, in a very natural 
way soon be doing greater things. There seems 
to be a tendency among most persons always to 
wait until conditions are more favorable before 
beginning to do a thing. As a matter of fact, the 
only time that conditions are more favorable JS 
when we have decided what to do and that we 
are ready to begin doing it. 


The only time that conditions are not good 


is when our thoughts are vague about what we 
want to do. There have been few actual fail- 
ures. True, it seems there have been number- 
less attempts that never brought about the re- 
sults that were hoped for, but in almost every 
case this so-called failure was due to the lack 
of persistent effort. 
The only way to determine 


whether or no a failure has been made is to 
find out if the person in question has actually 
quit trying: -
